TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
I mportance Of Advertising 
I s To Let Right People Know 


In an adjoining column is a lengthy 
letter, far longer than we usually allow\ 
explaining why there were no bidders 
for a $60,000 road job in Novato. 


There are a number of interesting 
points in the letter, there is a fallacy or 
two, and there is much that is hinted at 
or left unsaid. 


The supervisors heard the letter read 
to them and then referred it to the di­ 
rector of public works, the man im­ 
mediately concerned. 


Ironically enough, they took action on 
only one small portion of the letter. 
After pointing out that 10 contractors, 
several of them far removed from Marin 
county, had paid $10 each for sets of 
plans and specifications, the letter com­ 
plains there wasn't enough notice to the 
contractors. 


So, on the motion of Supervisor W il­ 
liam Gnoss of Novato, the county clerk 
was instructed that any future contracts 
being let in the Novato area should be 
advertised in the Novato Advance. 


Now we have nothing bad to say about 
our contemporary to the north, nor are 
we attempting to prevent it from getting 
any and all advertising it can. But such 
an attack on informing those most in­ 


terested in road construction is peculiar 
to 5^y the least. 
Just how many big road concerns are 
there in the Novato Advance's circula­ 
tion area? Is that the way to reach all 
the road contractors who might do the 
work in Novato? 
This is just an isolated instance, but 
it is representative of the idiotic way in 
which the county’s legal advertising is 
placed. 
Somebody, for some reason, 
makes a motion and it passes. There is 
no consideration of what is being at­ 
tempted in legal advertising. In fact, 
there doesn't seem to be much thought 
at all. 
The letter in the adjoining column 
has many points which we believe will 
be largely cleared up by the public 
works director. But this matter of legal 
advertising is something into which the 
supervisors should look thoroughly and 
then reach a sensible, workable policy. 
Object of such a policy should be the 
object of legal advertising itself, i.e., to 
inform the persons most interested, 
whether they be the general public, con­ 
tractors, manufacturers, or service pro­ 
viders. 
Anything short of reaching as many 
of these interested people as possible, is 
a short-sighted policy.

Reasons, Queries 
On Road Building 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
I have mailed the following 
letter: 


Board of Supervisors 
County of Marin 


A front page news story ap­ 
peared in the Independent- 
Journal on Tuesday, July 23. 
. . . stated in part, “Marin 
road contractors apparently 
are too busy to bother with a 
little $60.000 project in No­ 
vato — Although 10 contrac­ 
tors took out sets of plans 
and specifications for recon­ 
struction 
of 
Plum 
street, 
Reichert and Diablo avenues 
—not a single bid was turned 
in by the 10 a.m. deadline.” 
The conclusions which the 
readers of this story would 
logically reach are completely 
erroneous, as is the Jour­ 
nals’. 
First, a $60,000 work unit 
is not “small.” The dollar es­ 
timate of a heavy construc­ 
tion 
job is 
not the factor 
which determines its desir­ 
ability to an engineering con­ 
tractor. The mere fact that 10 
contracting firms, including 
Firms from San Francisco, 
Hayward, and Belmont, each 
paid $10 necessary to get a 
set of plans is substantial 
evidence of the wide interest 
in the job size. 
Second, the assessment dis­ 
trict has been formed to pre 
pare grade, construct under­ 
ground pipelines, sewers, 
curbs, gutters, sidewalks, and 
to pave the street areas. This 
represents an accepted im­ 
provement job from an en­ 
gineering contractor’s view. 
However, the portion of the 
work offered to prospective 
bidders does not include the 
grade preparation nor the 
paving work within the as­ 
sessment district. The exclu­ 
sion of this portion of the 
job obviates full schedule and 
production control by the 
contractor and deletes the 
portion of a construction proj­ 
ect wherein lies the greatest 
flexibility of labor and equip­ 
ment utilization. Hence, the 
desirableness of the job is 
greatly reduced. 
Third, the county of Marin 
requires the submission of a 
certified cashier’s check by 
the bidder in the amount of 
10 per cent of his bid. This 
means that a bidder must tie 
up around $6,000 in cash for 
a period of approximately 30 
days. All responsible bidders 
can supply fully protective 
bonds with their bids at a 
nominal premium outlay. 
This is the common practice 
throughout the state of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Fourth, many local con­ 
tracting firms were not aware 
of the job. It was legally, but 
not logically, advertised in a 
small 
coastside 
newspaper 
with no general circulation. 
There are publications de­ 
signed to disseminate such 
information to the construc­ 
tion industry, without cost to 
the county, which assure the 
widest possible coverage of 
the industry. 
Fifth, the county of Marin 


is establishing a reputation 
throughout this industry as 
being an undesirable county 
in which to work, because of 
apparent 
unwillingness 
to 
properly recognize and uti­ 
lize the knowledge, experi­ 
ence, and ability of the in­ 
dustry to a degree where a 
contracting firm cannot af­ 
ford to subject itself to a con­ 
tract involving the county. 
This association is extreme­ 
ly interested in maintaining 
the highest possible accept­ 
ance of the industry in Marin 
County. We, therefore, would 
appreciate the board’s con­ 
sideration of a reply to the 
following questions: 
1. Why were the grading 
and paving elements of the 
Novato job eliminated, and 
how are they to be accom­ 
plished and integrated into 
the overall job? 
2. Will the board consider 
instituting 
new regulations 
giving full protection to the 
county with bids but not re­ 
quiring large cash deposits; 
such changes to be consistent 
with practices in other areas? 
3. Why does the county of 
Marin not utilize the services 
of construction i n d u s t r y 
dailies as well as local publi­ 
cations? 
4. Is the county of Marin 
interested in an analysis of 
its Public Works Department 
to determine if there are poli­ 
cies and practices which are 
antiquated or otherwise bur­ 
densome to a degree where 
they should be changed to as­ 
sure the best construction at 
the lowest cost to the citizens 
of Marin County? 
The services of this office 
and of this statewide associa­ 
tion are at the disposal of 
your board in any manner 
wherein we can be of assist­ 
ance in relation to our mem­ 
bers and the heavy construc­ 
tion industry.

to hope that what has always 
failed before—namely, world 
disarmament by international 
agreement—had some chance 
of succeeding now? 
Men of experience, aH the 
old hands in diplomacy, hare 
known as a matter of course 
that nations engaged in a oold 
war will not disarm them- 
selve*. 
Why then, could so 
many of them have taken 
seriously what has been go­ 
ing on in the London talks? 
Some, no doubt, have taken 
it seriously because they hare 
been determined that if or 
when the disarmament talks 
fail, the blame would not faU 
on them. 


BUT THERE HAS been an- 
other and more interesting 
reason. It derives from the 
fact that modern armaments 
have reached a size and a de­ 
structiveness 
which 
makes 
them intolerable and incalcul­ 
able. 
The race of armaments Is 
so swift that weapon* are 
obsolescent about as soon as 
they come into mass produc­ 
tion. The result, on the one 
hand, is that no one really 
knows what is a safe limit on 
the expenditures for arma­ 
ments, and the military budg­ 
et is really a kind of blind 
wager with the national se­ 
curity. 
On the other hand, in the 
military establishment there 
is no stable strategical doo- 
trine by which the services 
are bound to act together. 
Because modern armament* 
have become different in kind 
from any that existed before 
the second World War, it h as 
not been foolish to think th at 
an agreement on armaments 
might be possible. There is 
no doubt that both in Mos­ 
cow and in Washington there 
are men in high places wh o 
feel, as does President Eisen­ 
hower, that modern war can 
no longer be a rational and 
effective instrument of any 
political policy. 
What we are seeing, how­ 
ever, is that there is a great 
difference between a tacit un­ 
derstanding, *uch as has ex­ 
isted since the summit meet­ 
ing at Geneva, and an open, 
formal agreement in cold 
print. 
It is possible to have a tacit 
understanding that nuclear 
war is intolerable. But wh en 
ire reach b eyon d th at for 
a 
treaty to sp ell th is ou t, every 
sep arate in terest con cern ed 
with every unsettled issus 
rises up to b lock it.

World Church 


Leaders Told 


To Cooperate 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. ijl — 
World church leaders went 
back into a shirt-sleeve work­ 
ing session today after a day 
of worship, ceremony and a 
call from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury for all Christians 
to pull together. 


The 
Most 
Rev. 
Geoffrey 
Francis Fisher said that vying 
over ecclesiastical differences 
“ by denials of love, by politi­ 
cal weapons, by passion and 
oppression” were “ methods of 
the Devil.” 


“That is a sin against not 
just the church but against the 
family of God itself,” he said. 
“ Such sins are not yet abolish­ 
ed from Christendom.” 


Dr. Fisher, primate of Eng­ 
land and spiritual guide to 30 
million Anglicans around the 
world, preached at a worship 
service yesterday held in con­ 
junction with a World Council 
of.Churches meeting- 


A colorful processional, in­ 
cluding leaders of Orthodox 
and 
Protestant churches in 
many nations, filed into New 
Haven’s historic Center Church , 
for the service, led by a detail j 
of the state’s traditional gov­ 
ernor’s footguard. 


Dr. Fisher said the ecumen-: 
ical 
movement 
for 
wor l d! 
Christian unity was driving the 
evils of interchurch warfare j 
into “the outer darkness where ! 
they belong.” 
He said the World Council, 
made up of 165 denominations 
in 50 nations, was “helping 
the churches to act and think 
together 
and 
also 
teaching 
them how they ought to act 
and think.” 


An overflow crowd packed 
the church for the service, and 
a loudspeaker piped the ser­ 
mon to nearby Trinity Church. 
Dr. Fisher later went to Trinity 
and spoke briefly there. Alto­ 
gether the throng totaled about1 
2,000. 


State's Jails 


Overcrowded, 
But Improving 


SACRAMENTO (*— Probers 
named by Gov. Knight rate 24 
California county j a i l s as 
“poor.” 
Nine 
were 
dubbed 
“very 
poor,” 20 were rated “ fair,” 
and only 5 “standard.” 
The evaluation was released 
yesterday by the Special Study 
Commission 
on 
Correctional 
Facilities and Services, headed 
by Austin H MacCormick of 
Berkeley, a University of Cali­ 
fornia criminology professor. 
The commission said “Jails 
have not clearly demonstrated 
any success in the rehabilita­ 
tion of offenders” and that too 
many are “relatively unpro­ 
gressive.” 
Overcrowding, based on 1955 
figures, ran as high as 466 per 
cent in San Joaquin County, the 
governor was informed. 
Lake 
County ranked second, with 
225 per cent, followed by Mer­ 
ced, 240 per cent: Colusa, 238; 
Kings, 168; Napa, 162; and 
Santa Clara. 157. 
“California's county jails in­ 
clude some of the nation’s best 
and also some which approach 
the worst,” the governor was 
advised. 
On the credit side, the com­ 
mission said the better jails 
handle about half of the pris­ 
oners. 
T h e 
commission, 
looking 
back to 1948, also found: 
“There 
have 
been 
major 
strides forward with respect to 
such functions as employment, 
sanitation, feeding, personnel 
practices and booking proced­ 
ures.” 
The probers found that “in­ 
mate activities, which include 
such matters as education, re­ 
ligious services, recreation and 
other 
leisure-time 
activities, 
are the most poorly handled 
of all the functions in the 
county jails.”

SACRAMENTO OP—The day s 
are almost ov er when y ou cou ld 
take a few weeks v acation at 
state ex pense by drawing u n­ 
employ ment compensation. 
Two y ears ago it was testi­ 
fied before an Assembly com­ 
mittee that California was pay ­ 
ing ou t 24 million dollars a 
y ear in frau du lent u nemploy ­ 
ment claims. It w'as asserted 
that ov er a nine-y ear period 
the state had been bilked of 
400 million.

Bu t ev en with the aid of 
this electronic wonder and an 
inv estigating staff which has 
tripled in size in the last few 
y ears, the employ ment depart­ 
ment still has a gigantic task 
in prev enting persons from 
drawing u p to $40 a week u n­ 
der the gu ise of being u nem­ 
ploy ed. 


The av erage claimant collect­ 
ing u nemploy ment money re­ 
ceiv es pay ment for fou r weeks 
in a row, bu t for a total of 11 
weeks ou t of the y ear becau se 
he is jobless more than once. 
The state’s bill for this cu r­ 
rently is ru nning at 118 million 
dollars a y ear. 


Men hav e swu m the Hav el 
Riv er and border canals to 
freedom. People hav e escap­ 
ed on bicy cles, horse-drawn 
carts, 
canoes, 
motorboats, 
rowboats, bu ses and ex cu r­ 
sion lau nches. 
You ng children hav e been 
brou ght across the border in 
baby carriages. 
Older folks 
hav e been pu shed across in 
wheelchairs. 
Fou r members of a family

What shou ld Marinites do 
with u nordered merchandise? 
This qu estion has arisen re­ 
cently at the Marin field serv ­ 
ice office of the San Francisco 
Better Bu siness Bu reau , oper­ 
ated by the retail merchants 
committee of the Greater San 
Rafael Chamber of Commerce. 
According to the committee 
chairman, 
Francis 
Fogarty , 
citizens hav e been receiv ing 
su ch mailed u nordered mer­ 
chandise as greeting cards, 
neckties and billfolds. Each 
piece of mail is u su ally accom­ 
panied by a requ est for a spe­ 
cific su m of money or a dona­ 
tion to some charitable or wel­ 
fare organization. (This does 
not refer to respected, locally 
operated organization, Fogarty 
said.) 
“It shou ld be borne in mind 
that 
these 
mail 
campaigns 
u su ally are condu cted by pro­ 
fessional promoters,” he said. 
“Sometimes they are u nder 
contract with a charitable or­ 
ganization. In too many cases, 
it is fou nd that the promoter 
gets a large part of the monies 
collected.” 
# 
Recipients of these mailings 
u su ally feel a sense of obliga­ 
tion, which has made this 
“gimmick” effectiv e for the 
promoter. 
The Better Bu siness Bu reau 
constantly is asked: 
“What 
shall I do with the package?” 
San Rafael Postmaster Warren 
II. Williams adv ises “persons 
receiv ing parcels which hav e 
not been ordered to mark 
them 
‘Refu sed’ and retu rn 
them u nopened to their mail­ 
man or post office.” They will 
be treated as u ndeliv erable 
and handled according to send­ 
er’s instru ctions. If the u nor­ 
dered merchandise is u sed or 
giv en away there is an obliga­ 
tion to pay for it, according 
to the San Francisco BBB. 
Some who receiv e u norder­ 
ed merchandise may tell the 
ender that if storage charges 
and mailing ex pense is paid in 
adv ance, the package will be 
retu rned.

When A Child Stammers, Look 
To See What Is Bothering Him 


Let’s look at our children’s j ues, try to find the reasons. 
speech 
Our 
babies’ 
words 
come 
gradually. 
They 
gurgle and 
babble for months. Eventually 
they g-*t their sounds into a 
word. It's a great day when 
that happens. R emember? 
Later they become chatter­ 
boxes. Do you listen to your 
children’s chatter? I hope so. 
There are limits, of course. 
You have your work to do, and 
they chatter endlessly. But lis­ 
ten when you can. You’ll learn 
a lot. 
Expect them to make mis­ 
takes in their speech. They’ll 
all use baby talk at first. Don’t 
encourage it. At the same time, 
don't punish it. Praise them as 
they overcome their baby pro­ 
nunciations. 
Periods of stammering are 
normal. The periods come and 
go, usually when children are 
between 3 and 5. Ignore the 
stammering. 
Wait 
patiently 
for the words to emerge. If 
you punish your stammerers, 
you many “ freeze” the habit» 
Then they’ll be in for a peck of 
trouble.

KNOWLAND SEES CUT IN 
HOME DOWN PAYMENTS 


WASHINGTON UP! — , Sen. Knowland (R-Calif.) 
said today he has received encouraging reports that 
the administration soon will reduce down payments 
on homes financed with mortgages insured by the 
Federal Housing Administration. 


The 1957 Housing Act authorized— but did not 
make mandatory— lower down payments. 


The Housing Administration said it was not ready 
to make an announcement, but there were indica­ 
tions that one was in the works. 


At present a down payment of 5 per cent on the 
first $9,000 is required, and 25 per cent above that 
amount.

the fine sand slid in over the 
boy to refill the holes they 
dug. 
A torch was brought to cut 
away the sheetmetal chute and 
the boy was freed after being 
I buried for about 25 minutes. 
Dr. Flynn said he was called 
at 9:45 a.m. and came immedi­ 
ately to the scene near the end 
of the concrete conveyor belt 
funnel where ambulance and 
fire departm ent crews were 
administering oxygen to the 
smothered youth. 
Shortly later Flynn made an 
incision to the boy’s heart and 
massaged it with his hand in 
an attem pt to restore his heart 
beat. 
The doctor and resuscitator 
crews worked until 10:45 be­ 
fore giving up.

smiles and friendship—would 
be missing when Russian lead­ 
ers visit East Germany next 
week. Soviet party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev 
is heading the 
team. 
The announcement caught 
the East German press by sur­ 
prise. Until the embassy spoke 
up the papers were without an 
explanation. 
Newspapers

speculated that Bulganin might 
be in the process of being 
downgraded in the Kremlin. 
It was noted that Bulganin 
also had failed to join Khrush­ 
chev in a visit to Romania 
which it was learned last week­ 
end had resulted in a new 
meeting with Yugoslav’s Presi 
dent Tito and a nfew accord 
on Communist party relations.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Importance Of Advertising 
Is To Let Right People Know 


In an adjoining column is a lengthy 
letter, far longer than we usually allow, 
explaining why there were no bidders 
for a $60,000 road job in Novato. 


There are a number of interesting 
points in the letter, there is a fallacy or 
two, and there is much that is hinted at 
or left unsaid. 
The supervisors heard the letter read 
to them and then referred it to the di­ 
rector of public works, the man im­ 
mediately concerned. 


Ironically enough, they took action on 
only one small portion of the letter. 
After pointing out that 10 contractors, 
several of them far removed from Marin 
county, had paid $10 each for sets of 
plans and specifications, the letter com­ 
plains there wasn’t enough notice to the 
contractors. 


So, on the motion of Supervisor Wil­ 
liam Gnoss of Novato, the county clerk 
was instructed that any future contracts 
being let in the Novato area should be 
advertised in the Novato Advance. 


Now we have nothing bad to say about 
our contemporary to the north, nor are 
we attempting to prevent it from getting 
any and all advertising it can. But such 
an attack on informing those most in­ 


terested in road construction is peculiar 
to 
the least. 
Just how many big road concerns are 
there in the Novato Advance's circula­ 
tion area? Is that the way to reach all 
the road contractors who might do the 
work in Novato? 
This is just an isolated instance, but 
it is representative of the idiotic way in 
which the county’s legal advertising is 
placed. 
Somebody, for some reason, 
makes a motion and it passes. There is 
no consideration of what is being at­ 
tempted in legal advertising. In fact, 
there doesn't seem to be much thought 
at all. 
The letter in the adjoining column 
has many points which we believe will 
be largely cleared up by the public 
works director. But this matter of legal 
advertising is something into which the 
supervisors should look thoroughly and 
then reach a sensible, workable policy. 
Object of such a policy should be the 
object of legal advertising itself, i.e., to 
inform the persons most interested, 
whether they be the general public, con­ 
tractors, manufacturers, or service pro­ 
viders. 
Anything short of reaching as many 
of these interested people as possible, is 
a short-sighted policy.

Reasons, Queries 
On Road Building 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
I have mailed the following 
letter: 


Board of Supervisors 
County of Mann 


A front page news story ap­ 
peared in the Independent- 
Journal on Tuesday, July 23. 
. . . stated in part, “Marin 
road contractors apparently 
are too busy to bother with a 
little $60.000 project in No­ 
vato — Although 10 contrac­ 
tors took out sets of plans 
and specifications for recon­ 
struction 
of 
Plum 
street, 
Reichert and Diablo avenues 
—not a single bid was turned 
in by the 10 a.m. deadline.” 
The conclusions which the 
readers of this story would 
logically reach are completely 
erroneous, as is the Jour­ 
nals’. 
First, a $60,000 work unit 
is not “small.” The dollar es­ 
timate of a heavy construc­ 
tion 
job is 
not the factor 
which determines its desir­ 
ability to an engineering con­ 
tractor. The mere fact that 10 
contracting firm«, including 
firm* from San Francisco, 
Hayward, and Belmont, each 
paid $10 necessary to get a 
set of plans is iubstantial 
evidence of the wide interest 
in the job size. 
Second, the assessment dis­ 
trict has been formed to pre 
pare grade, construct under­ 
ground pipelines, s e w e r s , 
curbs, gutters, sidewalks, and 
to pave the street areas. This 
represents an accepted im­ 
provement job from an en­ 
gineering contractor’s view. 
However, the portion of the 
work offered to prospective 
bidders does not include the 
grade preparation nor the 
paving work within the as­ 
sessment district. The exclu­ 
sion of this portion of the 
job obviates full schedule and 
production control 
by the 
contractor and deletes the 
portion of a construction proj­ 
ect wherein lies the greatest 
flexibility of labor and equip­ 
ment utilization. Hence, the 
desirableness of the job is 
greatly reduced. 
Third, the county of Marin 
requires the submission of a 
certified cashier’s check by 
the bidder in the amount of 
10 per cent of his bid. This 
means that a bidder must tie 
up around $6,000 in cash for 
a period of approximately 30 
days. All responsible bidders 
can supply fully protective 
bonds with their bids at a 
nominal premium o u t l a y . 
This is the common practice 
throughout the state of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Fourth, many local con­ 
tracting firms were not aware 
of the job. It was legally, but 
not logically, advertised in a 
small 
coastside 
newspaper 
with no general circulation. 
There are publications de­ 
signed to disseminate such 
information to the construc­ 
tion industry, without cost to 
the county, which assure the 
widest possible coverage of 
the industry. 
Fifth, the county of Marin 


is establishing a reputation 
throughout this industry as 
being an undesirable county 
in which to work, because of 
apparent 
unwillingness 
to 
properly recognize and uti­ 
lize the knowledge, experi­ 
ence, and ability of the in­ 
dustry to a degree where a 
contracting firm cannot af­ 
ford to subject itself to a con­ 
tract involving the county. 
This association is extreme­ 
ly interested in maintaining 
the highest possible accept­ 
ance of the industry in Marin 
County. We, therefore, would 
appreciate the board’s con­ 
sideration of a reply to the 
following questions: 
1. Why were the grading 
and paving elements of the 
Novato job eliminated, and 
how are they to be accom­ 
plished and integrated into 
the overall job? 
2. Will the board consider 
instituting new regulations 
giving full protection to the 
county with bids but not re­ 
quiring large cash deposits; 
such changes to be consistent 
with practices in other areas? 
3. Why doe* the county of 
Marin not utilize the services 
of construction i n d u s t r y 
dailies as well as local publi­ 
cations? 
4. Is the county of Marin 
interested in an analysis of 
its Public Works Department 
to determine if there are poli­ 
cies and practices which are 
antiquated or otherwise bur­ 
densome to a degree where 
they should be changed to as­ 
sure the best construction at 
the lowest cost to the citizens 
of Marin County? 
The services of this office 
and of this statewide associa­ 
tion are at the disposal of 
your board in any manner 
wherein we can be of assist­ 
ance in relation to our mem­ 
bers and the heavy construc­ 
tion industry.

There is indeed much evi­ 
dence that while the London 
talks have been going on, the 
position* taken publicly by 
both sides have become hard­ 
er and less negotiable. Both 
sides seem to regard the ex­ 
isting military and diplomat­ 
ic stalemate as more accept­ 
able and as less dangerous 
than a substantial negotiation.

Why then, could so 
many of them have taken 
seriously what has been go­ 
ing on in the London talks? 
Some, no doubt, have taken 
it seriously because they have 
been determined that if oe 
when the disarmament talk* 
fail, the blame would not fall 
on them. 


BUT THERE HAS been an- 
other and more interesting 
reason. It derives from the 
fact that modern armament* 
have reached a size and a de­ 
structiveness 
which 
make* 
them intolerable and incalcul­ 
able. 
The race of armaments is 
so swift that weapon* are 
obsolescent about as soon as 
they come into mass produc­ 
tion. The result, on the one 
hand, is that no one really 
knows what is a safe limit on 
the expenditures for arma­ 
ments, and the military budg­ 
et is really a kind of blind 
wager with the national se­ 
curity. 
On the other hand, In the 
military establishment there 
is no stable strategical doo- 
trine by which the service« 
are bound to act together 
Because modern armament» 
have become different in kind 
from any that existed before 
the second World War, it ha* 
not been foolish to think that 
an agreement on armament* 
might be possible. There 1« 
no doubt that both in Mo»- 
cow and in Washington there 
are men in high places who 
feel, as does President Eisen­ 
hower, that modern war can 
no longer be a rational and 
effective instrument of any 
political policy. 
What we are seeing, how­ 
ever, is that there is a great 
difference between a tacit un­ 
derstanding, such as has ex­ 
isted since the summit meet­ 
ing at Geneva, and an open, 
formal agreement In cold 
print. 
It is possible to have a tacit 
understanding that nuclear 
war Is intolerable. But when 
re reach beyond that for a 
treaty to spell thi* out, every 
•eparate interest concerned 
with «very unsettled is«ue 
rises up to block It.

joined 
friends and neighbors of form­ 
er Sen. Walter F. George in 
mourning the death of a small­ 
town lawyer who mounted the 
forums of world statesmanship. 
President Eisenhower said 
the Georgia Democrat hailed 
for his bipartisanship in U. S. 
foreign affairs, “ served 
his 
country and the free world for 
many years with distinction 
and integrity.” 
George headed the powerful 
Senate foreign relations com­ 
mittee at the pinnacle of his 
34-year 
Senate 
career 
and 
afterward become the presi­ 
dent’s representative to the 
North Atlantic treaty organi­ 
zation. 
George 79, died at his home 
here early yesterday after a six- 
week struggle with heart dis­ 
ease which last June ended his \ 
active role in his new interna­ 
tional career. 
The body was to lie in state 
until about an hour before the 
funeral services this afternoon 
in the First Baptist Church, 
where George had worshipped 
most of his life. 
Town officials were advised 
that about forty members of 
Congress would attend, includ­ 
ing members of the Senate For­ 
eign Relations and Finance 
Committees, which George at 
one time headed. 
Eisenhower d e s i g n a t e d 
Henry Cabot Lodge, U. S. am­ 
bassador to the United Nations 
and a former Senate colleague 
of George’s, to represent the 
White House at the funeral 
services. 
The President also sent a 
personal telegram of sympathy 
on behalf of himself and Mrs. 
Eisenhower to George's widow, 
known 
in 
Washington 
and 
Vienna as “Miss Lucy,” and to 
members of her family, 
Eisenhower 
said 
George’s 
death “is a great loss not only 
to his own native state of Geor­ 
gia but also to the entire na­ 
tion." 
He added that he suf­ 
fered “a personal loss” because 
George “was a good and dear 
friend.”

Soon after gradu­ 
ation from Mercer University’s 
law school, which now- bears 
his name, George became a 
prominent attorney and jurist. 


He had a lifelong distinction 
of never losing an election but 
his sway over Georgia voters 
was on occasion tested by vig­ 
orous campaigns. 


His most famous political tri­ 
umph was his defeat of another 
of the state’s powerful vote- 
getters, the late Eugene Tal- 
madge, who tried unsuccessful­ 
ly to defeat George >n 1938. 


National attention was focus­ 
ed upon the 1938 race by the 
unsuccessful attempt of Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt 
to 
“purge” 
George because of his refusal 
to go do&n the line in support 
of New Deal policies. 


George defeated both Tal- 
madge and the candidate Roo­ 
sevelt backed. Lawrence Camp, 
without a runoff. 


George broke not only with 
the New Deal administration 
but often differed with Demo­ 
cratic colleagues in the Senate 
on matters of principle. George 
called himself a “constitution­ 
al Democrat.”

Ted Doubts He'll Hit .400, 
But Don't Bet Against It

BOSTON (ft — Boston’s Ted 
Williams, enjoying one of his 
greatest seasons with the Red 
Sox while approaching his 39th 
birthday, doesn’t think he can 
hit .400—but don’t bet against 
it. 
The last of the “400” hitters, 
feeling good and acting at 
times with the enthusiasm of a 
rookie, is on a tremendous bat­ 
ting spree that has boosted his 
average 46 points to .389 since 
the All-Star game. 
Despite that surge, Williams 
thinks that his aging legs will 
prevent him from reaching the 
coveted .400 mark—which he 
surpassed with a .406 m ark in 
1941. 
“If I had the speed, I would 
have a chance to do it,” Ted 
said. “You have to have the 
legs to beat out a few hits dur­ 
ing the season.” 
Williams said a player needs 
three things to hit .400: a good 
year, breaks and legs. 
“I’m having a good year. I’m 
getting the breaks, but I don’t 
have the legs,” the big slugger 
added. 
Since the break for the All- 
Star Game July 9, Williams 
has collected 38 hits, including 
10 homers, one triple and sev­ 
en doubles, in 72 official times 
at bat—a .528 clip. 
Ted, who will be 39 Aug. 30, 
credits a couple of days in bed 
for th£ lift he needed to pull 
far ahead of New York’s Mick­ 


ey Mantle in the American 
League batting race. 
“I was starting to tire before 
the All-Star Game and even 
considered asking M a n a g e r 
Mike Higgins to take me out 
of the lineup,” Williams said. 
“The day after the All-Star 
Game I stayed in bed in Detroit 
all day, I played Thursday and 
we had a night game on Friday 
so I stayed in bed all that day, 
too. 
“Those 
two 
days in 
bed 
seemed to do it. It gave me 
strength and energy — and I 
still feel good.” 
During his hitting rampage, 
Williams has collected 24 walks 
to boost his total to 84. Of that 
number, 25 have been inten­ 
tional — eight more than his 
American League m ark for a 
season set in 1955 and one less 
than the major league record 
by Brooklyn’s Duke Snider. 
Ted was a one-man gang as 
the Red Sox wound up a home 
stand yesterday with nine vic­ 
tories in 13 games. 
The big slugger connected 
safely in each of the contests. 
He had 25 hits, including three 
homers for a season’s total of 
30 and five doubles, for a .568 
average.

The commission said "Jails 
have not clearly demonstrated 
any success in the rehabilita­ 
tion of offenders” and that too 
many are “relatively unpro­ 
gressive.” 
(Kef-crowding, based on 1955 
figures, ran as high as 466 per 
cent in San Joaquin County, the 
governor was informed. 
Lake 
County ranked second, with 
225 per cent, followed by Mer­ 
ced, 240 per cent; Colusa, 238;

Santa Clara, 157. 
“California’s county jails in­ 
clude some of the nation’s best 
and also some which approach 
the worst,” the governor was 
advised.

Jobless Pay 


Vacations’ 
Get Difficult 


SACRAMENTO (W—The days 
are almost over when you could 
take a few weeks vacation at 
state expense by drawing un­ 
employment compensation. 


Two years ago it was testi­ 
fied before an Assembly com­ 
mittee that California was pay­ 
ing out 24 million dollars a 
year in fraudulent unemploy­ 
ment claims. It was asserted 
that over a nine-year period 
the state had been bilked of 
400 million. 


Now things have changed. 
The Departm ent of Employ­ 
m ent has installed an elec­ 
tronic detective that caught 
4,655 would-be defrauders in 
the last 12 months. 


The detective is a comput­ 
ing machine which can match 
lists of employees in business 
and 
industry 
with 
lists 
of 
claimants in seconds. If a man 
holds a job while drawing com­ 
pensation, he will be caught 
automatically. 


But even with the aid of 
this electronic wonder and an 
investigating staff which has 
tripled in size in the last few 
years, the employment depart­ 
ment still has a gigantic task 
in preventing persons from 
drawing up to $40 a week un­ 
der the guise of being unem­ 
ployed. 


The average claimant collect­ 
ing unemployment money re­ 
ceives payment for four weeks 
in a row, but for a total of 11 
weeks out of the year because 
he is jobless more than once. 
The state’s bill for this cur­ 
rently is running at 118 million 
dollars a year. 


Need Nickel 


To Escape 


From Reds 


BERLIN (IB— A five-cent sub­ 
way ride through the Iron Cur­ 
tain is the most widely used 
escape route to freedom. 


Here in isolated Berlin anti­ 
com munists literally use an 
underground railroad to flee to 
the West. 
They use the subway which 
still connects East and West in 
this split city. And usually the 
escape trip is as uneventful, 
short and fast as the 17-block 
ride on the New York subway 
from Times Square to Colum­ 
bus Circle. 


THOUSANDS FLEE 
Since refugee records were 
started in 1949, the flight of 
1,800,324 East Germans has 
been recorded in West Berlin 
and 
West 
Germany. 
Many, 
many thousands more fled to 
the West without registering. 
Perhaps as many as half of 
those who sought asylum in 
West Berlin came by subway. 
There have been dramatic 
escapes. Soviet Zone residents 
trying to flee have been shot 
on the East-West border. Heavy 
trucks 
with 
open 
throttles 
have crashed through perm a­ 
nent barriers erected by the 
Communists. 
Men have swum the Havel 
River and border canals to 
freedom. People have escap­ 
ed on bicycles, horse-drawn 
carts, 
canoes, 
motorboats, 
rowboats, buses and excur­ 
sion launches. 
Young children have been 
brought across the border in 
baby carriages. 
Older folks 
have been pushed across in 
wheelchairs. 
Four members of a fam ily, 
from Ruedersdorf, a few miles 
east of Berlin, asked asylum 
in the French sector of the 
city after a roundabout three- 
day journey of 200 miles over 
canals and rivers in a passen­ 
ger excursion boat belonging 
to the family. 


FUNERAL DISGUISE 
A group of three families \ 
from a village near Mageburg j 
rode the 75 miles to Berlin by 
railroad train disguised as a 
funeral cortege. 
They were 
dressed in black and carried 
wreaths — their passports to 
freedom. Instead of going to 
a West Berlin cemetery, as they 
told border guards, they re­ 
ported to a refugee reception 
center. 
Rut most of the flights are 
less spectacular. 
The 
great 
drama and danger come when 
refugees try to enter West 
Berlin from surrounding coun­ 
tryside of the Soviet Zone, as 
distinguished from the Soviet 
sector of East Berlin. 
Only 
four roads are open and all 
are guarded. Along 75 miles of 
border are barbed wire entan­ 
glements, roadblocks, ditches, 
watch-towers and posts manned 
by police with tommy guns. 


HOLES IN CURTAIN 
At the 28-mile border be­ 
tween East and West Berlin, 
it is another story. The Iron 
Curtain has great holes in it. 
The Reds have channeled 
traffic through special check­ 
points and instituted customs 
checks but for some reason 
have never placed restrictions 
on traffic. 


LAST ROAD LINK 
Work gets under way on construc­ 
tion of the last road link in the six 
lane freeway which will tie San Ra­ 
fael to San Francisco. This excavation 
is on the west side of the California 
overhead, south of San Rafael. (The 
concrete overpass to San Quentin is 
barely visible at the end of the wood­ 
en structure in the picture’s center.) 
A new concrete and steel overhead 
48 feet wide will be constructed here, 
then the wooden overhead and its 
steel bridge at right will be torn down 
and replaced with a second 48-foot

concrete and steel structure. The $1,- 
900,000 project, including highway 
widening from Greenbrae to Fran­ 
cisco boulevard, 
is being done by 
Fredrickson and Watson Construction 
Co. of Oakland. 
It is scheduled for 
completion by the spring of 1959. 
Only other section of Highway 101 
south of San Rafael which then will 
not be ready for six lanes of traffic, 
will be Greenbrae interchange, which 
thus far has been authorized for only 
partial construction for four-lane traf­ 
fic.

What should Marinite« do 
with unordered merchandise? 


This question has arisen re­ 
cently at the Marin field serv­ 
ice office of the San Francisco 
Better Business Bureau, oper­ 
ated by the retail merchants 
committee of the G reater San 
Rafael Chamber of Commerce. 


According to the committee 
chairman, 
Francis 
Fogarty, 
citizens have been receiving 
such mailed unordered m er­ 
chandise as 
greeting 
cards, 
neckties and billfolds. Each 
piece of mail is usually accom­ 
panied by a request for a spe­ 
cific sum of money or a dona­ 
tion to some charitable or wel­ 
fare organization. (This does 
not refer to respected, locally 
operated organization, Fogarty 
said.) 


“It should be borne in mind 
that 
these 
mail 
campaigns 
usually are conducted by pro­ 
fessional prom oters,” he said. 
“Sometimes they are under 
contract with a charitable or­ 
ganization. In too many cases, 
it is found that the prom oter 
gets a large part of the monies 
collected.” 


Recipients of these mailings 
usually feel a sense of obliga­ 
tion, 
which 
has 
made this 
"gimmick” effective for the 
promoter. 


The Better Business Bureau 
constantly 
is 
asked: 
“What 
shall I do with the package?” 
San Rafael Postm aster W arren 
II. Williams advises “persons 
receiving parcels which have 
not 
been 
ordered to mark 
them 
‘Refused’ 
and 
return 
them unopened to their mail­ 
man or post office.” They will 
be treated as undeliverable 
and handled according to send­ 
er’s instructions. If the unor­ 
dered merchandise is used or 
given away there is an obliga­ 
tion to pay for it, according 
to the San Francisco BBB. 


Some who receive unorder­ 
ed merchandise may tell the 
sender that if storage charges 
and mailing expense is paid in 
advance, the package will be 
returned.

To See What Is Bothering Him 


Let's look at our children’s 
speech. 
Our 
babies’ 
words 
come 
gradually. 
They 
gurgle 
and 
babble for months. Eventually 
they g*»t their sounds into a 
word. It’s a great day when 
that happens. Remember? 


Later they become chatter­ 
boxes. Do you listen to your 
children’s chatter? I hope so. 
There are limits, of course. 
You have your work to do. and 
they chatter endlessly. But lis­ 
ten when you can. You’ll learn 
a lot. 
Expect them to make mis­ 
takes in their speech. They’ll 
all use baby talk at first. Don’t 
encourage it. At the same time, 
don't punish it. Praise them as 
they overcome their baby pro­ 
nunciations. 
Periods of stammering are 
normal. The periods come and 
go, usually when children are 
between 3 and 5. Ignore the 
stammering.
